Directions  for  faffing  and  repajjing  on  the  Water  about 
London. 

Obferve,  That  below  Bridge  the  Water  ebbs  feven  Hours 
and  flows  rive. 

Above  Bridge  it  ebbs  eight  Hours,  and  flows  four,  ac- 
cording to  the  Watermens'  Obfervation  ;  who,  in  their  Con- 
verfation,  ufe  thefe  Terms  : 

If  the  Water  is  at  loweft,  then  it  is  called  Low-water  ; 
if  rifing,  then  Young  or  Old  Flood ;  when  it  is  at  highefl 
and  begins  to  fall,  Ebb  Water. 

High-water  is  the  Time  at  Billing/gate  for  all  Paffengers 
that  are  bound  for  Grave/end,  Tilbury,  Grays,  &c. 

If  to  Woolwich,  Blackwall,  Greenwich,  &c.  any  Time 
till  one,  two,  or  three  Hours  after  High-water. 
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A  T  AB  L  E  for  finding  the  hourly  Motion  of  the  Moon,  and 
thereby  her  true  Place  at  any  Time  of  the  Day. 
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The  Ufe  of  this  TABLE  is  to  find  (by  an  Ephemeris) 
the  true  Place  of  the  Moon  at  any  particular  Time  of  the 
Day.    But  firft  you  muft  know,  that  all  Allronomers  begin 
the  Day  at  Noon,  and  count  24  Hours  to  the  Day;  fo 
'  that  beginning  one  Day  at  Noon,  the  fame  ends  the  next  Day 
!  at  Noon  ;  therefore  1  in  the  Afternoon  is  the  firft  Hour  of 
the  Day,  and  13  Hours  after  Noon  is  the  next  Day  1  in 
the  Morning.    Now  in  the  following  Ephemeris,  the  Moon'* 
Place  "in  the  3d  Column  in  every  Month  is  exactly  calcu 
lated  to  the  Meridian  of  London  ;  and,  to  know  her  daily 
Motion,   you  mufl  fubtraft  the  Place  of  the  Moon  one 
Day,  from  her  Place  the  following  Day,  by  adding  30  de- 
1  ,  grees 
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grees  (if  Need  require  it)  ;  for  fo  msny  Degrees  hath  every 
Sign,  and  60  Minutes  are  in  every  Degree  ;  fo  you  have  the 
daily  Motion  of  the  Moon  :  Then  look  for  the  fame  in  the 
Head,  or  the  neareft  Number  you  can  find,  and  under  it  is 
the  Motion  of  the  Moon,  agreeing  ro  that  Time. 

Example.  To  find  the  Place  of  the  Moon  on  the  4th  Day 
of  J  inuary  at  8  ai  Night  :  Her  Place  at  Noon  is  SI  9°  50',  and 
the  next  Day  in  240  33'  of  the  fame  Sign  ;  therefore  her  diur- 
nal Motion  is  14  43'  ;  then  I  find  the  neareft  Number  to  this, 
vis.  1 40  43'  in  the  Head  of  the  Table,  and  againfl  8  Hours  is 
40  54  which  being  added  to  SI  9°  50'  her  Place  at  Noon,  the 
Sum  will  be  Si  14°  44',  her  Place  at  8  o'Clock  that  Night.
